-,.lt is a canoui-and remarkable fact that 
.Elgin virtually dictates the price of batter 
fin; the world, Elgin, which has- a popu . 
latiori of less! than twenty-flve thousand, is 
noted for tbe excellence yi the watches as 
-well^a the batter it makes. The market 
'rate, of .the dairy product is -fixed iri-.a 
peculiar" way every v week 1 by the Elgin 
board o£ trade, an, organization with.- 236' 
members representing 470 creameries where 
bntter,is produced; The board meets every 
Mbriday noon with about 150 persons ; pres- 
ent, soine being rrien with butter to Bell 
nnd .others being buyers— representatives 
of firms in New Tork, Chicago arid other 
large -cities.- The creamery men ^ offer. for 
sale various lota; of their commodity, and 
bids are made for the*e by the-, would-be 
purchasers. The secretory of tbe .board 
records on a blackboard each bid and just 
'tl£tu^2;S0 ;p;, ro: r when^'acccj^ 

the'biddm^ ctosesi^ - •/ 

asks each seller. If. he accepts the bid made 
for hie butter. Sotueof the sellers accept, 
others decline, and' nil the transactions ,are 
put on record.*.'.' Then ;. the quotation com- 
mittee, composed of five .members, retires 
to an adjoining room, considers tbe prices 
bid and those' demanded- and a! bo the con- 
dition of the '^market, of the cattle, of the 
pastures,, etc/, and soon reporta'to the open 
board .what, in.. Us judgment, is a fair 
price for butter. The figure is so [ de- 
termined and is accepted without' demur 
and prevails for tbe remainder of the week, 
On this basis purchases are made for both 
domestic arid foreign markets, say a Leslie's

M. Shaw and Joseph O. Cannon have been 
forced into a realization of the fact that 
one or the other will be nominated for vice 
president at the Chicago convention 'in 
June and that the latter has modified his 
'picturesque objection to. accepting 'such a 
nomination, This is. understood to be one 
of the resuttB of. the meeting at tbe. white 
house; ' which : was. : attended' by ' Cannon^, 
Senators Aldrich, Bpboner.' Hale," .'Piatt' 0^

telyon. :V . ' 

Early last, week the republican leaders 
seemed to come to a realization of the fact 
that the candidacy of Senator Fairbanks, 
of Indiana,- for vice president was lacking 
in some, elements of strength arid that it 
was steadily being through the] inactivity 
of Fairbanks himrteiC, So in spite of the 
repeated declarations of Cannon that . he 
would not accept the nomination,- hut 
would rise in the convention and decline 
it, his same was brought, out again, and 
it was received with even greater favor 
than when it was first mentioned some 
time ago. 

At the same time there was renewed' talk 
of nominating Leslie M. Shaw,, of Iowa.' 
Secretary of tbe Treasury. '"There, was bo 
much talk in inner circles about; these two 
men that Saturday afternoon Cannon and 
Shaw bad a long conference at the treasury 
department regarding the vice presidential 
nomination nod it. was discovered that 
Shaw disliked the idea of acceptine the 
nomination almost as strongly aB does' 
Cannon! -This confer euca was followed by 
the one at the /White. House Sunday night 
-Whatever happened at that conference,, 
the Cannon boom, is in full swing. Can- 
non has left the city on board the. Dolphin 
as the guest of Secretary M oody ori no 'ex- 
tends d'erutae through. southern waters. ■

'After this, poor Usakoff, finding him- 
self perhaps, ns a third person, rattier in 
the way, left Ihem to become a 'soldier 
of fortune; and he Is supposed to have 
perished In one of the Polish struggles 
for freedom; at least ihcy heard ot him 
no more after their final journey to Scot- 
land, 

' Two years before those events Char- 
lie's uncle, Gamaliel Bnlgonle, merchant, 
magistrate and elder, hud departed In 
peace to sin no more, lenrlag the lands 
and possessions of Bnlgonie unimpaired; 
and n long tombstone records ut length 
all the virtues which his contemporaries 
believed hint to possess. 

Bo Carl Ivnnovlteh became once, more 
Balgonle of that ilk; anil the roubles of 
Natalia ndded many a turret nnd many 
an acre to his patrimonial dwelling in 
beautiful Stratiiearn.

made by the Secretnry of the Interior 
under tlie administration of Crovr Cleve- 
land.

Important Role played by So-Called 
Inorganic Substance*, 

That the' minute traces of metallic 
•substance's found in living bodies are 
not accidental, but essential to the 
performance of the functions of life, 
la asserted by Herrera, a French bi- 
ologist. He goes £0 far as to say 
that Zoology and botany are but 
chapters of mineralogy, bo Important 
Is the role played In organic life by 
these' so-called Inorganic substances. 
For Instance, all the phenomena of 
movement In an animal are, he as- 
serts, due to oxidation. Ab. to nutri- 
tion, It la Impossible, he says, when 
the food 1b deprived of- Its mineral 
elements. Dogs fed on -' substances 
from which the salt and other Inor- 
ganic matter has been carefully re- 
moved die of starvation. At the bot- 
tom of our vital processes, asserts this 
■writer,' are fermentation and .oxida- 
tion, or their analogues;. and these de- 
pond on the presence of certain min- 
eral bodies In the tissues, Even the 
role of pepsin In digestion seems to 
depend on the presence of -Iron.* In 
abort, the organic substances on 
which life depends ore, he Bays, "pre- 
pared In Inorganic workshops with 
mineral reagents"; and thus, a living 
being Is practically a member of tbe 
mineral kingdom. — Success.

EXPOSITION IN BRIEF 



>JAPS WIN BIG FIGHT; 



: Idea was born lii 1B0S,' 

It commemorates tho centennial, ot 
Louisiana purchase from France, .1803. 

Ui'S. purchased that strip of terri- 
tory, .Gulf of Mexico to Canada, aud 
from .Mississippi, river to crest of tho 
lloeky Mountains. 

The Mississippi valley belonged to 
Franco by right' of discovery nnd ex- 
ploration. 

Louisiana was ceded, to Spain, secret 
treaty 1702, and. 87 years later returned 
to Franco at tho . demand of Napoleon 
Bonaparte, Oct. 1, 1800. 

President X|io'mns JetTcrnon purchased 
Lotiislduu territory* outlined above, of 
Napoleon for $10,000,000, who used the 
f unite, for equipmeot of bis armies. 

Tho treaty was signed at Paris April' 
B0,. 3803. . 

. Louisiana territory embraced 1,000,000 
square miles. 

In 1S0S. following an- cdltorlnt in n 
St, Loiils paper tlint tho greatest centen- 
nial event of the age should bo celebrated 
la a fitting manner, Gov. Stevens of Mis- 
souri called a delegation from the States 
now constituting tho -Louisiana territory 
at St Louis, Jan. 10, 1800, 

Ninety-three delegates voted unani- 
mously to hold, nn exposition, Interna- 
tional In Its scope, lit St Louis. 

The U, S. government was Invited to 
assist, and It was settled to 'spend $15,-. 
000,000 In completing the exposition, the 
amount or the original pjtrchnBe. Tho 
Covens men t paid one-third. St. Louis ona- 
thlrd.nnd tho balance was raised by pub- 
lic ■BtibBcflptloii. • 

Trees were felled, hills were leveled, 
theVrourso of the river, Do Peres, 
changed, 

Aiig. 20, 1001, President William Mc- 
Klnley issued n proclamation inviting tlio 
world to' participate in the mammoth ex- 
position. 

Tho grounds cover 1,2-10" acres, an area 
two miles long nnd oito mile wide, nearly 
twice as much as tlio World's Colum- 
bian Exposition nt Chicago. 

The main exhibit, pa lacs at St. Lonts 
bare. under roof 12S acres, 

i*' .When the time arrived tor tho, com- 
pletion of the oxpowlticii It was found 
necessary to' postpone It another year. 
Natlonftiwero asking for more space for 
.their 'exhibits and the affair had been 
multiplied In its proportions until at the 
time of its completion now, It has tost 
nhout ?50.000,000, arid Is tlio largest ex- 
position ever given ou earth.

"Fmai each of the great expositions 
of tlie world can bo dated tho worl "*» 
familiarity with aome marvelous Inven- 
tion so quickly adopted In our life that 
the change that it effected lias almost 
passed from memory. And while the 
buildings nnd the machines and the con- 
grcBscs uuA tho beauty nnd the glntpor 
and tlio pomp of such n celebration nnd 
exposition as this shall pass Into mem* 
ory, uud every material evidence disap- 
pear, the measurement that they make 
of progress, noted as it Is In tlio history 
of tlie world, becomes a benefit to man- 
kind, tho value. of which cannot bo ex- 
aggerated. 

"Wo have at thin, tha centenary of 
the pnrchnsoof Louisiana,' entered upon 
another and a different kind of expan- 
sion, which Involves tlie solution ot oth- 
er and different problems from those pre- 
sented^ in tUjj Lo'triilniifi Purchase. That 
fliey' may not aiid probably will not bo 
solved by conferring statehood upon the 
new territory is probable, 

"Augurs of ill nnd ruin to follow from 
tho experience and the soluttaa ot tbo 
problem are not wanting, but they never 
have been wpntjng lutije history of this 
country, arid they never have been al-, 
lowed to control the fearless grappling 
of new problems by Americans. Wo havu 
probably reached a period, - in 'the great 
wealth and power, which we have achiev- 
ed as a nation, In which we find our- 
selves burdened with the necessity of 
aiding another people to stand upon Its 
feet and take a short cut to tho freedom 
and the civil liberty which wo nnd our 
ancestors have hammered out by the 
hardest' blows. For the reason that this 
centennial of the Louisiana purchase 
marks the beginning ot the great L'hitlp- 
plno problem, the government of the Phil- 
ippine Islands has felt justified la ex- 
pending a very large emu of money to 
make the people who cotno here to com- 
memorate the vindication of one great 
effort of American enterprise nud expan- 
sion under the conditio us which surround 
the hegUmliig of another. 

"Those who., look forward wtth L dark 
foreboding to tlie result of tlilB new nd- 
venture base their prophecies of disas- 
ter on whnt they think Is the weakness 
of tho American people. Those who 
look forward to its success base their 
Judgment on what lins already been ac- 
complished In tlie islands, and on what 
they know tlie American nation can do 
when nti emergency nnd nn Inevitable 
necessity present themselves. Without 
being blind to the difficulties or the dan- 
gers, It gives me the greatest linppiuess 
to know and to sny that the President of 
the United States, wlioiii 1 unworthily 
represent to-day, is glad to take his stnnd 
nmong tlioso wlm believe in the capacity 
of tho American people who, aroused by 
tho call of duty, to solve any problem 
of government however new, which de- 
pends solely on the clear-headedness, tho 
honesty and the courage, the generosity 
nnd the self- restraint of the American 
people."

Tho Russian Vladivostok squadron 
suddenly became aggressivo and Monday 
mado an attack on Gensan, a Korean 
port 350 miles south of Vladivostok, and 
sunk a. Japanese merchant vessel that 
was lying at anchor. In tlie harbor, Tha 
cruisers Rossla and Gromoboi participat- 
ed In the attack. Thoy were accompanied 
by a third cruiser,. not yot Identified, and 
by two torpedo boats. 

After firing several shots they entered 
tho harbor, ordered the crew of the Goyo 
Morn ashore and then sank her, A de- 
tachment of marines was landed, but 
was recalled and tho warships steamed 
outside of tlio harbor. 

Tho arrival of the Russian cruisers off 
the unprotected town created gre«t con- 
sternation, as no preparations had been 
made for defease. The Vladivostok 
squadron had not been heard from for 
several weeks and was supposed ctlll to 
bo In tho northern port There is only 
a small Japanese force In Gcnann aud 
there arc no harbor fortifications, -It la 
.thought tlio Russians were on tbo search 
for unprotected Japanese- transports 
laden with troops, .. 

The sudden activity of the Russian 
fleet that has been so long Inactive gWea 
a new phase .to the situation. The ques- 
tion of most Interest now Is what cours* 
will' tha .Russians take on leaving Goo-' 
san. Ksfliey attempt to Join the fleet at 
Port' Arthur newa of a naval battle may 
ba expected, as tlie Japanese are In fores 
In the Yellow sea.

. Strange New Zealand Bird. 
In' New Zealand ts found the kiwi, 
a strange bird, of the ostrich family. 
Ostriches" have two toes, but the ex- 
tinct -moas had three toes; so also 
have the existing emus, cassowaries 
and rheas or South American os- 
triches. The -kiwi, however, differs 
from the oth>r struthlous birds in hav 
ing four toes. Further, the kiwi can- 
not be said to be quite oslrlchlike, for 
in size it Is not larger than an ordi- 
nary barnyard fowl. It has a smalt 
head, with a large and muscular neck 
and a long, slender bill, with the dis- 
tinguishing feature that the nostrils 
are placed very close to Its tip. The 
legs are short but the muscles on the 
thighs are well developed and the feet 
are strong .and powerful and provided 
with sharp claivs. It Is a bird devoid 
of any external trace of wings, and 
there is no. trace of tail visible, while 
it Is covered with long, narrow, halr- 
11 ke feathers, and on the fore part of 
the head and sides of tho face aro 
Btraggling hairlike feelers. 



CHANGE AND LOSS OF HAIR. 

Cause Is Similar In Both Man and 
Beaat. - 

Although we are told that the leo- 
pard can not change his spots, tt la 
certain that the markings, on the fur 
of some animals do change, Especi- 
ally Is this true where the animal has 
a distinctive winter "coat!. This change 
has been studied by Barrett Hamilton, 
a British naturalist, who. is of the 
opinion that whitening of the fur gen- 
erally accompanies development of 
fatty tissue, which Is a manifestation 
of insufficient oxidation and hence of 
atrophy, which shows Itself in a whit- 
ening of the hair. In some animals — 
man, for instance — thiB '"atrophy Is 
manifested by baldness. That fat 
men aro often bald Is thus something 
more than a coincidence.
